VICTIMS DIED 
INSTANT 


Ship Smashed Into Mountain 
At 10,000 Feet Hurling 
Occupants Into Snow 


KNIGHT, Wyo., (LP—Al] 19 persons 
aboard a_ United Airlines transport 
plane were killed instantly when the 
huge airliner crashed into the side of 
a peak in the rugged Uinta Moun- 
tains, Ralph Johnson, United pilot, 
reported today after he had made the 
hazardous trip to the Scene of the 
wreckage. 

Eighteen bodies were thrown through 
a hole torn in the front of the pilot’s 
cockpit. They were scattered for 100 
feet out in front of the plane. 

All were buried in snow, with only 
arms and legs sticking out. 

One body was found in the cockpit. 

The plane was badly smashed but 
it was largely in one piece. Johnson 
said. The motors were torn loose and 
ay in the snow ahead of the fuse- 
lage. 

The airliner crashed just 100 feet 
below a “‘saddle” in the mountain ridge 
which marks the Starting point of a 
small creek. 

The plane struck so hard that eleven 
seats—all well fastened to the floor 
of the cabin—were torn loose and fol- 
lowed the occupants out the front of 
the plane. Pracvically everything 
movable in the cabin went out the hole 
in the nose. 


Members of the party said that had 
the plane been flying only about 300 
feet to the right it would have gone 
through a notch in the ridge and 
cleared the mountain range. 

Snow was so deep in the wild moun- 
tain country that Johnson’s searching 
party was unable to proceed even at 
the rate of one mile an hour. 

Searchers were able to get within 
three miles of the wreckage by auto- 
mobile, but it was a long, difficult 
climb from the end of the road to the 
10,000 foot level where the crash oc- 
curred.
